REMARKS 

The above amendments and these remarks are responsive to the Office action 
dated December 2, 2003. Prior to the above amendments, claims 5, 8, 9, 12, 13, 18, 19, 
21-25 and 29 were pending in the application. In the Office action, the Examiner allowed 
claims 8, 9, 12 and 18. After entry of the above amendments, allowed claims 8, 9, 12 and 
18 remain in the appHcation and claims 5, 13, 19, 21-25 and 29 are newly cancelled. As 
a result, claims 1-7, 10, 1 1, 13-17 and 19-29 are now cancelled. 

The above amendments are intended to put the application in condition for 
allowance. Accordingly, applicants respectfully request that the Exarhiner issue a Notice 
of Allowance covering the allowed claims. 

Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance 
Applicant agrees with the Examiner's conclusions regarding the patentability of 
the allowed claims, without necessarily agreeing with or acquiescing in the Examiner's 
reasoiiing. In particular, applicant believes that the application is allowable because the 
prior art fails to teach or suggest the invention as claimed, independent of how the 
Examiner paraphrased the invention.
